The Pacific Railicay.—We are in posses- 
sion of the Map of the Uuited States, deline- 
ating the Pacific Railway, with San Diego 
and Charleston os its Pacific and Atlantic 
termini, and with Memphis as its leading in- 
termediate station, refered to in the letter ‘of 
our New.

Meeting of Commander M'Clure from 
the Bast and Lieutenant Pim from 
_ the West, 


The firat meeting of Lieutenant Bedford! 
Pim with the party from the Jovestigator is 
thus described ina private letter from Capt. 
Kellett, C. B,, dated her Majesty's ship 
Resolute, Mellyille Island, April 19th, 1853: 

This is really ared-letter day im our yoy- 
aga, and shall be kept asa holiday by our 
heirs and successors forever, | At ning’ o’- 
clock this day our look-out man made the 
signal fora party coming in from the waet- 
ward; all went to meet them and agsist them 
in. A second party was then seer. Dr. 
Donville was the first person I met. IT can- 
not describe my feelings when he told me 
thut Captain M’Clare was. among the text 
party. was not long in reaching him, and 
giviog hiny many hearty shakes—no purer 
were ever given by two men in this world. 
M'Clure looks well, but) is very hungry.—- 
His description of Pimn’s making the Harbor 
of Mercy would have been a fine subject fur 
the pen of Captain Marryatt, were he alive. 

M’Clure aod bis first Lieutenast were 
walking on the floe, Seeing a person com- 
ing very fast towards thom, they supposed lie 
was chased by a bear, or had seen w bear, — 
Walked toward him; on getting onwards nx 
hundred yards, they could see from‘ his pro- 
portions thet he was pot one of them, Pim 
began to screach and through up his hands 
(his face was an. black as my hat;) this 
brovght the capteain.and lieutenant to « stand, 
asthey could not hear sufficiently to: make 
outhislanguage. 

At length Pim reeched the party, quite 
beside himsel!, and stammered out, on M'- 
Clore’s asking him; '‘Who are you, and 
where do you eome from?’ *‘Lieurenrint 
Pin, Herald, Cuptawn Kellett.” This was the 
more inexplicable to M’Clure, as | was ithe 
last person he shook hands with in Behring’s 
Straits.
